I hope that everyone had a real nice holiday season. Our first Formats 
column for 1992 is rather unique, in that it offers some special features, 
including the often requested Dial Scan from the Bay Area. But first from your 
editor's area, WADS-690, Ansonia, has gone to a totally brokered Spanish and 
Portuguese format. Now, when time is not bought, the station is silent. One 
hears little of this formerly fine full service station on the air, which, of 
course, enhances the DX from 680 khz to 700 khz. And WFAS-1230, over in White 
Plains seems to be running adult standards, modifying its Westchester County 
news and talk format. 


Unique item # 1 is a guide to Boston's Spanish radio. Before we get to this 
very interesting digest, prepared by Bruce Conti, of Nashua, NH, 45 miles north 
of Beantown, let me note that the only Black (Boston's largest ethnic group) 
programming is found on WILD - 1090, which is a full service 5000 watt daytimer 
for the Black community. The only other Black programming of which I am aware 
in Beantown is found on Sunday morning on WWEA - 740, when the gospel preachers 
carried over from the station's WLVG days still do their thing. WWEA otherwise 
is an automated jukebox, with rock and roll and environmental programming. 
Here, courtesy of Bruce is Spanish Radio for when you are driving down 
Commonwealth Avenue listening to 1510, you will know that you are not 
listening to all news in Mexico City.
